Town, state to 
proceed with 
cancer inquiry

WILMINGTON- Although there 
is no evidence supporting claims 
of a common cause for four cases 
of cancer on Dunton Road and 
Nassau Avenue, the town Board of 
Health and the state Department 
of Public Health will investigate 
the matter. 

In a memorandum to Town Man- 
ager Mike Caira, Public Health 
director Greg Erickson said it’s 
not likely that these cancer cases 
share a common origin (see ac- 
companying letter). 

However, Dr. James Ficociello, 
chair of the Board of Health, said 
the town Board of Health and the 
state Department of Public 
Health would vigorously investi- 
gate the area for possible causes 
of cancer. 

According to Erickson, the chil-

BOSTON - As he announced 
previously, suspended Mid- 
dlesex County Register of 
Probate Robert Antonelli did 
not show Friday to present his 
case before the state Supreme 
Judicial Court. 

In turn, the seven justices 
recognized Antonelli’s no-show 
at the proceedings and will fall 
back on legal briefs to make 
their decision on his removal 
from office. 

Antonelli was suspended 
from his post on Oct. 15, 1997, 
10 months into a six-year term. 

Two weeks ago, he said he 
felt that he could not get fair 
treatment at the hearing and 
would not show to plead his 
case. 

An angry Antonelli said he 
probably wouldn’t even be in 
the state when the case came 
before the justices. 

He was without an attorney 
these past several weeks as his

Antonelli’s removal, which the 
committee voted to do in Janu- 
ary after receiving oral and 
written motions. 

The committee concluded it 
had seen “no affirmative sign 
that-—if--Mr. Antonelli were 
restored to his position, he 
would be able to conduct him- 
self properly.”

One question posed by residents 
was whether air quality tests 
would be conducted in the 
Boutwell School, to determine it 
airborne particles stirred up by 
the construction of the new 
Middle School could have exposed 
children to carcinogens. 

Some residents believe the TNT, 
which is being used to blast hard 
ledge material to make room for 
the Middle Schools foundation, 
may contain carcinogens. 

Although the earth work for the 
middle school has not turned up 
and sorts of debris or potentially 
toxic substances, Mahoney said 
the Board could probably conduct 
the air testing 

In addition, Ficociello said soil 
and air testing of the area by the 
two roads was possible, but again 
he pointed out the lack of evi- 
dence that there were airborne 
toxins in the area 

“Air is transient, and there have 
been no overwhelming odors, or 
health affects, to indicate air 
borne contaminants," Ficociello 
said. "But you have to collect 
data, accumulate it, find out 
who's doing what, and where they

are doing it.” 

However, Erickson cautions res- 
idents from expecting the town 
Health Department to test the 
water and soil on their properties. 

According to Erickson, the 
Health Department is obligated 
to follow state law, which pro- 
hibits a town from spending pub- 
lic funds for the benefit of any 
one persons property. 

Erickson said the state would 
look upon the Health 
Department's funding the testing 
of soil and groundwater, without 
probable cause, in the same way 
they would look upon the town's 
funding a new driveway for a 
town official without a good rea- 
son. 

But if the town uncovers facts 
which lead them to believe that 
there is a common cause for the 
cancer cases, then the town could 
obtain warrants to go onto prop- 
erties and conduct tests. 

Another reason that tests of the 
water and soil in the area of 
Dunton Road and Nassau Avenue 
would not be effective at this 
stage is the lack of information 
the department has. Erickson 
said if there were a cancer clus- 
ter, the department would then 
test for chemicals and substances 
linked to those cancers. 

One resident expressed concern 
that by conducting the site walk 
on Dunton Road and Nassau 
Avenue, the Board of Health was 
looking in the wrong place. 

The resident said the first area 
to be inspected should be the 
nearby Ipswich River, but 
Ficociello said the town had to 
rule out any immediate health 
risks before it would expand the 
scope of its investigation. 

Residents asked if water testing 
would be conducted, and some ex- 
pressed distrust of the town's 
testing methods and requested a 
third party retest the water sup: 
ply. 

Ficociello said he would be sur- 
prised if the water was at fault, 
and said the water is regularly 
tested. and is clean, and added 
that he lets his children drink the 
water. 

According to Water Superinten- 
dent Mike Woods, the water sup- 
ply is tested regularly for Volatile 
Organic Compounds (VOC) and 
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Synthetic Organic Compounds 
(SOC). Various tests are per- 
formed on the water at different 
intervals, occurring either daily, 
twice per month, once every 
three months, or annually. 

The water is tested according to 
stringent Department of Environ- 
mental Protection guidelines 

“The town is lucky to have high 
quality water," said Woods. 

According to Woods, the resi- 
dents of Dunton Road and Nassau 
Avenue receive the same drinking 
water as the rest of the town. The 
water originates from nine well- 
fields, which is fed into either the 
Butters Row or the Edward 
Sergeant water treatment plants. 
The water then mixes together as 
it travels along the town water 
mains. 

The water mains in the area of 
Dunton and Nassau were 
installed in the 1940's, and accord- 
ing to Woods the system is in good 
shape. 

Trichloroethylene, or TCE, the 
chemical associated with the 
Woburn leukemia clusters, was 
found in Wilmington water sup- 
plies in the late 1970's, but were 
filtered out of the water supply at 
the Butters Row treatment plant. 

The chemical plume which orig- 
inated from Olin Chemical is cur- 
rently travelling underground 
towards the town watershed. But 
sentinel wells have been installed 
by the town between the front of 
the plume and the town water- 
shed. These wells have yet to 
detect the advancement of the 
plume onto the watershed area 

The stir this issue has caused 
among town residents is reflected 
by the increase in calls handled 
by the Public Health, Public 
Nurse and Water departments. 

Erickson said these calls re- 
vealed that many people are mis- 
informed regarding the cancer 
cases, and some issues need to be 
clarified. 

According to Erickson, the can- 
cer cases are not necessarily a 
cluster, which would require them 
to all be of the same type and ori- 
gin. He also said leukemia is not 
a communicable disease. 

Another issue which has devel- 
oped over the past week is the at- 
tention the cancer cases have 
received from the local television

With six miles to go in last year's 
Boston Marathon, Wilmington na- 
tive Chrisanne Florio stopped for 
the lonetime, sat ona chair inatent 
and complained of being tired. 

But who could blame her, espe- 
cially since she was never a runner, 
nevermind a marathonrunner, and 
she had never trained for the mara- 
thon she was currently in? 


She sat there, thinking of her 
brother in-law, Mark Gadarowski, 
who was fighting of his life and she 
decided she had to go on. While she 
was sitting there in the tent, those 
who were injured were asked what 
was wrong with them. One man 
complained that his entire foot was 
covered with blood while others 
complained of other serious inju- 
ries. Then came Florio's turn and 
all she could say was that she was 
tired. "Of course you're tired," said 
one of the medical people.in the 
tent, "you just ran 19 miles. Now 
get out of here and go finish.” 

So she did. 

Florio got her legs and arms 
pumping for the last 6.2 miles. Down 
the homestretch, in what shecalled 
a nice slow jog, she thought to 
herself, "I'm the last one." But then 
she looked over her shoulder and 
noticed over 1,000 runners still be- 
hind her and she then comically 
quipped to herself, "Am I going to 
place?" 

Florio, 28, might not have placed, 


for the marathon. And she did it not 
because she had to, but this was a 
way she could give some gratifica- 
tion to her brother in-law, who just 
a month ago passed away leaving 
ie children, two and four years 
old. 

"I had a deal with him last year, 
that I would do it,” said Florio, who 
raised over $3,000 in his name and 
has already raised a significant 
amount of money in his honor for 
the 103rd Boston Marathon this 
Monday morning. "I thought at the 
time, that I would raise some money 
andtry my hardest. Inever thought 
I would finish. And I did. 

"It's such an incredible feeling 
and it was such an incredible expe- 
rience. It's the most positive thing 
I've ever been involved with in my 
life. And when I finished I agreed 
with him that I would do this for 
"So I'm going to run again (on 
Monday) and I can't wait. This 
time I trained pretty hard so hope- 
fully that won't hurt me this year."

NEW YORK (AP) — And the bride wore ... pink. Or lime. 
Or lipstick-red. 

Walking down the aisle has never looked so colorful, 
thanks to a modern breed of bride who is saying “I do” to a 
whole new hue. 

Courting color is the business of bridal salon owners 
Michelle Roth and Henry Weinreich, who grabbed the old 
adage about “something blue” and ran with it. Indeed, 
periwinkle blue is the number one choice for their con- 
temporary customers who fast-forward right past the time- 
honored white wedding dress.

He is also the brother of Roth, company founder and 
president. 

“Today’s bride is not going to be told when to marry, how 
to marry and whom to marry. She is far more independent,” 
says Weinreich, who caters to a clientele composed largely 
of first-time brides, 30 to 45 years old.
